Please  transmit  the  results  of  such,  including 
information  not  strictly  covered  by  the  Leahy  Amendment,  to 
Embassy .

Retrainer  Seminar  which  will  take  place  in  the  Federation  of 
Saint  Kitts  and  Nevis,  West  Indies,  from  June  11  through  June
